America Will Not Concentrate 


Forces in China at Pres- 


ent, Says Cal 


Washington— (XP) —Groat Britain's 


preparations for defense of her inter- 
ests in China apparently will not be 
followed, for the present at least, by 
rr. extensive concentration of Ameri- 
can forces in the Orient. 
v 
President Coolidge sees a wide differ- 


ence between the British problem in 
China and that of the American gov- 
ernment, since Great Britain has con- 
cessions there, while the 
American 


government has not. 


Because of that condition, the presi- 


dent can see possibilities of differences 
in general policy, as to China, be- 
tween the two governments. 


All of this will be set forth at length 


in a statement soon to be issued by 
Secretary Kellogg, which will be in 
the nature of a reply to the 
recent 


British memorandum. 


Meantime the Washington govern 


ment will tisc the forces it has avail 
able in Chinese waters to afford pro 
tcction to its nationals to the best of 
its ability. 


London —(XP)— About 12,000 men, 


supported by artillery, armored cars 
and equipment and under the com 
mand of a seasoned warrior, • Major-

RAGING IN RUSSIA 


Moscow—C/P)—A plague of influenza 


and typhoid fever has broken out si- 
multaneously 
in different 
parts of 


Russia. 
Within an area of thirty 


square miles in the rural district 30 
persons have perished from the black 
plague, while thousands are ill. 


In the Kharkov district, 2,300 cases 


of pernicious influenza are reported, 
resembling the disastrous epidemic of 
1919 which killed thousands.

.able distance into Canada on the north, 
includes the western half of Xcw York- 
state, the northwest quarter of Penn- 
sylvania, the north one-half 
of Ohio 


and involves large fractions of Michi- 
gan.xlndiana and a. dip into Illinois. T ( 
is siid to be boring its way into the 
principal food supply of the 115.000.- 
000 people of the United State::. It is 
now fairly intrenched in and along the 
borders of the corn belt nnd threaten- 
ing to destroy the corn crop of that 
section, if its potential ravages are not 
checked. 


From 1?12 to 1921. the corn crop av- 


eraged 2.S16.GT2.000 bu.shols. In Kssox 
nnd Kent-cos. Ontario, v.-hero the bor- 
er is at work, most of the fields have 
an average of over twenty borers 1o 
the plant and practically every tassel 
lias been broken off; every leaf lias 
been killed and either fallen or bangs 
close to the stalk: the ears have brok- 
en down, about, one-third of them rot- 
ted, the. remainder .ire stunted and 
most of them riddled by borers: the 
stalks arc punctured by borer holes, 
have numerous castings on the outside 
and are tunnelled on the inside in all 
directions. The result is that 
almost 


every plant has died lon:r before it was 
mature and many of them have broken 
over, thus form ins: a tangled, filthy 
mess almost worthless as food for cat- 
tle and fit only for hogs to run in and 
feed upon •whatever ears

The description of the corn borer 


piven in a phamplel. J,ook for the 
European Corn Borer, issued by the 
fgricultural experiment station, AVis- 
consin, is as follows: "The European 
corn borer is a worm which bores in 
stalks, tassels and oars of corn. 
It 


comes from eggs,laid by a yellowish- 
brown moth with irr-_;ular dark lines 
running across the 
wings.

moths fly in nrly July in the Infested 
regions, but are not so likely to be 
seen as worms boring in the stalks. 
"While in the corn, the borer grows 
from a very small grey worm up to a 
length of about one inch.

TURAL 


Washington, D. C. — There is to be 


in at least one spot in the United 
States an example of nature und<:fil- 
ed or untrammeled in any fashion. An 
area of approximately seven square 
miles has just been set aside in the 
high Sierra country of Yosemite Xa- 
tional Park, California, for this pur- 
pose. Here the flora 'and fauna will 
always be left in their primitive state 
and this bpot will be a complete and 
perpetual reservation. 


Although all national parks arc 


created for the primary purpose of 
preserving for all time thc natural 
features contained therein, including 
the flora and fauna, 
developments 


necessary for thc use and enopyment 
of thc park by the traveling public 
arc permitted. 


In this area just set aside, how- 


ever, domestic animals, camping, and 
fishing will be excluded. Special per- 
mission will be required for admit- 
tance to this reserve and this will >e 
granted only for thc 
purpose 
of 


scientific studies 
or in connection 


with the administration of thc area. 
The wild animals and plants there 
will not be removed or interfered wth 
in any way unless the natural bil- 
ance is seriously disturbed by some 
invasion from the outside. 


The main idea of setting aside this 


prepetual Deserve is to furnish an op- 
portunity for the study of plants, an- 
imals, and geologic and othe natural 
features under primative conditions. 
It is believed that it will be" especially 
interesting to note the natural sue cs- 
sion of events such as changes in ani- 
mal and plant life. This reservation 
will furnish to future generations a 
sample of what might be found in 
other places if man had not interfer- 
ed with the workings of nature. 


This reservation is at the present 


time in an absolutely wild state and 
there is no roadway nor well-defined 
trail leading to it. Despite this fact 
it is not unduly difficult of access. 
Suggestion has been made that this 
area be 'protected by a strong wire 
fence, but this has been deemed im- 
practical sincer the

The spot is considered particularly 


suitable for such a protected reser- 


vation for several reasons. It is locat- 
ed, on part of the crest of the Sierra 
Nevada range with picturesque alp.ne 
peaks and cirques to the north. There 
is a general southerly exposure with 
splendid outlooks to Cathedral Range. 
The lower slopes arc 
well forested 


with a too-uniform stand of lodge- 
pole pine, but if given absolute pro- 
tection may .swing back ultimately to 
other typos of forest. There is a small 
amount of hemlock and along the up- 
per limits of the forest is the usu.il 
fringe of white bark pine. 


There are extensive meadows with 


a profusion of uild flowers, and the 
flora changes as stream banks are 
approached. There are small lakes and 
ponds bordered with bogs which make 
ideal habitats for Species of plants 
and ammalb not found elsewhere. Thc 
upper slopes 
exhibit characteristic 


chaparral and the'number of species 
of herbaceous flowering: 
perenn-ils 


becomes greater toward thc summits 
where rich alpine flora is found. Be- 
fore the creation of Yosemite Nation- 
al Park this area was overgrazed by 
Sheep, but this is true of practically 
all of the high Sierra Xevadas. 


Another thing which makes 
this 


area especially advantageous is the 
fact that there is little likelihood "f 
its ever being demanded by commer- 
cial or other economic interests of the 
future. It does not appear that the 
march of progress will ever interfere 
with its remaining actually a co.n- 
plete and prepetual reservation. 


The Suggestion 
of setting 
asiue 


such an area came from Dr. John 
C. Merriam, president of the Carnng'e 
Institution of Washington. 
He put 


the idea before Stephen T. Matrer, 
director of the National Parks of tne 
United States, and when a meeting 
of the superintendents of the various 
national parks was held in Washing- 
ton thc matter was discussed. As a 
result this area of seven square mi'es 
of high Sierra country in Yosemite 
National Park was set aside. 


"While it is said that there is no ox- 


act precedent for such a project it II.TS 
been approximated by some of the 
wild life reserves and certain w.ld 
flowers preserves, and in thc redwood 
districts. In each-of these, however, 
the object is different. 


SAME THING DONE ABROAD 
In Europe thc idea is being carried 


out by several countries. The national 
parks of 'Sweden and of Switzerland 
arc cvcellent examples of such com- 
plete reservation.". 'While not so com- 
plete, a similar plan is being follow-

similar objects. This abuts on one 
which is to be set aside by Poland 
There appears to bc an increasing In- 
terest in establishing 
reservations 


where nature may be studied in as 
unmodified a state as possible. / 


The People as a whole havjr been 


urged and offered Inducements for a 
number of years to get out into the 
open and take their vacations where 
they may enjoy the natural beauties 
and wonders so lavishly afforded jn 
this" country. The Federal Govern- 
ment has set aside particularly suit- 
able spots as national 
parks. The 


state park movement has also grown 
apace and everywhere has been the 
urge to preserve, wherever it appear- 
ed pacticable, certain areas In a na- 
tural state. 


In all of these parks, however, ef- 


forts have been made to meet the de- 
mands of city bred people who are 
not accustomed to living primitive 
lives. Excellent roads have been built 
throughout most of the parks so that 
the automobile tourist may motor 'n 
comfort. For those who enjoy nature, 
but must have their physical com- 
forts and luxuries, there are modern 
hotels with all conveniences. Those 
who wish a more nearly back-to-na- 
ture vacation may engage log cabin?, 
or may use their' own, camping out- 
fits. While these parks are primarily 
established for the purpose of pre- 
serving the natm-al features they con- 
tain, the'enpoyment of the traveling 
public has been taken into consider- 
ation. 


The area recently set aside, how- 


ever, will be for the scientist who Is

iors. In the group, 104 vote'd no and 32 
yes on the question'. In the inquiry on 
subject 110 stated that it influenced the 
amount of cheating and 29 {vcre op- 
posed. The attitude of th^. teacher af- 
fects the quantity of dishonesty in the 
opinion of 93 students and did not 
with ^41 seniors. 


Mr. Ilelble commented that the dis-
